infected with venereal disease. 
These five are in the treatment 
center at. Melbourne now receiving 
treatment at the expense of the 
state. 

In the Pahokee colored*quarters 
the percentage was even higher— 
out of two applying for a beer.and 
wine license the two were infected.

Opponents of the merger, head- 
ed by the St. Joe Paper Company, 
& duPont concern, contend consoli- 
dation under the ICC-approved 
Plan would be unfair and inequit- 
able to holders of $45,000,000 in 
FEC refunding bonds. The Coast 

e argued that the plan was a 
Pw and proper one. 
Edward Bourne, special attorney 
for the Coast Line, declared in 
the U. S: Circuit Court of Appeals 
that the major opponents of the 
plan have no interest in whether 
the plan is fair to both the public 
and private owners. Bourne charg- 
ed that Edward Ball, head of the 
duPont interests, is urging the du- 
Pont trust to build up his personal 
power in Florida, 

Former Supreme Court Justice 
James F. Byrne, attorney for St. 
Joe Paper Company, asserted the 
proposal does not satisfy or ade- 
quately compensate FEC bondhold- 
ers for their investments in the 
line.

New Buildings For 
Tampa Fair Plant 


Tampa—A modern’ Exposition 
Building, costing about $85,000 for 
the proper handling and display of 
cattle, is the answer fo Florida 
State Fair officials to Florida cat- 
tle interests, giving them the finest 
facilities available in the Southeast 
for staging cattle exhibits. 

Plans call for a livestock build- 
ing 240 feet by 200 feet when com- 
pleted.. The first two 80-foot units 
will be constructed this year and 
made ready for the 1950 Fair. In- 
cluded in the plans will be a show 
ring arena 80 feet by 120 feet, the 
ring itself being 45 feet by 82 feet 
with a seating capacity in the 
arena of 823. The floor will be of 
Stabilized earth. No concrete or 
asphalt will be used.. Four foot 
tiewalls and 24 foot centers will ba 
used. Each tiewall wil be provided 
with water outlet for the conven- 
ience of herdsmen, owners and 
breeders.
